TUE OLD ADOLFHUSTUWS CHURCH.

That was 
on the second Tuesdey in January, 1795. 
Courts for the District were then 
alternately at Adolphastown and Kingston.

It ison 
record that one of the church tra,tees object- 
ed to the Court being held in tbe church, 
t the House of God sboold thus be made 
den of thieves," but the historian takes 
good care to explain that it was the prisoners 
he referred to, and not the lawyers. 

In the winter of 1814, daring the stirring

Mr. Middleton's bill to regulate depart- 
mental stores provoked quite a discus- 
ion. The bill provides that any city 
having a population of over 30,000 in- 
habitants can impose a tax upon any 
departmental store carrying on more 
than three distinct classes .of business, a 
special tax to be imposed upon each addl- 
tional line. Mr. Middleton said that the 
departmental store had deteriorated the 
mercantile standard of the business of 
the country. and had brought in = cheap
